baking powders to be sold in. the 
state, and in securing; the passage of 
which law it is charged that ex-Goy- 
ernor Stone, endorsed by Hon. Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, as a good man for tbje 
democrats to nominate as their can- 
didate for president in 1904, took ac 
active and influential part. Only the 
trust-made article could be sold in 
Missouri under this law. Tb/e trust 
naturally desired to retain this valua- 
ble monopoly, and took effectual fi- 
nancial methods to attain that end; 
but the trust's agent was indiscreet 
enough to provide only new thous- 
and-dollar bills for distribution, and 
it was the possession of such big 
bills by legislators known not to be 
rich which in the end led to the bri- 
bery business coming to light. Thf 
lieutenant-governor 
was entrusted 


with the duty of handing to ^?.ch of 
the alum-powder senators .the boodlr 
that would convert him into a trust 
powder advocate, aad tbe repeal bill 
was defeated.

to crime, it has passed a law making 
the stealing of a chicken a felony.
